D£ the great passes, such as the Grim- 
sel. and tho Gcmmi, is expected hqurly, 
50 that all routes leading to the Bernese 
highland mnv be said to bo accessible. 
Several rrriall parties have 
already 
traversed the Rhone glacier and, coming 
aver tho ridge of the Naegelis Graetli, 
pntBred the Oberland by the highest pos- 
sible approach, while several tourfsts have 
also recently arrived at ICandersteg via 
tlio Grmml from the Leuk Baths. Owing 
to tin- hi^rh temperature, the condition 
o£ the snow on the heights over which 
those- r>apscs lead has not been so favor- 
able for many yoar0, 
News has just been received from the 
Grlmsel hospice. In the remotest east- 
ern corner of the Oberland, and at an 
elevation of about GOOD feet, that vehicles 
have already reached the hospice on the 
Berne Hide of the mountain. The usual 
avalanches 6t thn various snow coulotrsi 
•which 
frequently obstruct 
the Grlmsel 
road for -weeks and months, are excep- 
tionally few and small in size this sum- 
mer. 
Indeed, they havo teen mostly over- 
conio by the "Foehn," 
whilo in othar 
years It was necessary to cut out great 
tunnels through these obstructive passes. 
TTndor these favorable conditions the 
Furka Pass joining the Grlmsel Pass at 
Gletsch could already be opened, and it 
Is probable that the entire roule from 
Gooachsnon-Anilermatt to Gletseh-Meir- 
Inpren will be opened for tho postal traf- 
flce within a week. 


FREAK OF NATURE. 


An Interesting freak of nature is re- 
ported from Melrlngen. A few days ago 
It was noticed that tho Relchonbach, thn 
magnificent waterfall in the Hasll valley, 
had assumed an entirely different form. 
Instead of plunging down in a broad cas- 
cade, as has been the case for many 
decades, it now shoots xipward In a great 
arch, forming an enormous spray like the 
stream from a. fountain and presenting 
B most magnificent aspect. 
Old Inhabitants of this vicinity declare 
that the fall had a similar course about 
CO or dO years ago. It is presumed that 
this change Is the result of a big boulder 
having been swept to the narrows -where 
the Relchenoneh pours 
through a small 
rent In the rocky walls. 
A daring ascent of tho Jungfrau has 
just beet-, carried out by B. P. Richards, 
an Knglish visitor staying at the Grand 
Hotel Victoria at Interlaken. 
He was 
accompanied by two experienced guides, 
Christian Haaslcr and K. Feuz Sr,. the 
latter of whom has for, 12 years been 
acting in the capacity of guide In the 
Rockies, whore he conducted Lord MInto 
and hi.s party. 
The climb was made under tho most 
unfavorable conditions, tho 
mountains 
having been enveloped in clouds for sev- 
eral days, and avalanches being of fre- 
quent occurrence, 
Tho stnrt was made from the Blsmeer 
station of the Jungfrau 
railway, and, 
roped together, the climbers traversed tbn 
Grir.delu-ald Fleschcr glacier, encounter- 
ing many crevasses. The softness of the 
snow made climbing both difficult and 
dangerous, but the Bcrgli hut was reach- 
Ed eventually in five hours. From there 
they proceeded to the Lower 
Moench 
locb. 
Tho mountain'.ers had taken with them 
three pairs of skis which they had. dis- 
covered in the ;iut. and those wero now 
found Invaluable for crossing the deep 
snow. 
Mr. Richards, who has just come 
from India, had never been on. skis be- 
fore, but did not hesitate to attempt this 
difficult art on the heights of the Jung- 
/rati: 


DISPENSE WITH ROPE. 


At first he and the two guides ropefl 
themselves together, but, falling frequent- 
ly, they decided to dispense, -with the rope. 
Crossing the Jungfrau Kirn, which -was 
much crevassed, the skies were taken off, 
and thfl worst part of the ascent began. 
Great difficulties had to be overcome In 
crossing the scries of steep snow slopes, 
crevasses and lcewe.lls which lead to the 
TCottal Saddle. 
The last hundred yards 


of combined cornice, crevasse and snow 
slope proved exceedingly difficult. 
The summit was finally reached and a 


half-hour 
spent there, although it was 
nnowins all tho time. On the return jour- 
ney from the. Bergcli hut to tho Elsmeer 
station new difficulties presented 
them- 
selves, a large patch of snow on the fact 
of a precipice having to bo traversed, and 
It was found that crevasses which hod 
been crossed without trouble on the as- 
cent had now widened, rendering jumping 
necessary- 
This ascent. *he first of the 
summer 
season, 
is r<.Mnai-kable from T7iany points 
of view; the condition,s were of the worst, 
snow storms being constantly encountered 
and the snow being nf a treacherous na- 
ture. 
Besides, it was Mr. Richards' first 
real snow-mountain ascent, his previous 
experience being confined to rock climb- 
Ing In India. Mr. Richards, who Is a, civil 
engineer In the Indian Civil Service on hla 
way 
home on leave, declares that he 
thoroughly enjoyed his first experience ot 
Alpine climbing.

and sold thefn for what they would fetch. 
The boots eventually found their way to 
the contractors, who delivered them again 
to the "department.

RISE IN MEAT. PRICES. 


The continuous rise in the price of 


meat has opened the eyes of Parisians to 
the inevitable consequences of the pro- 
tectionist regime. Since the coming into 
force of the "tariff law of 1902'the. price 
of beef In Paris his Increased 43.36 per 
cent., that of veal 40 per cent., and that 
of mutton, 42 per cent. "These figures 
were given at a great meeting held the 
other day by, the Paris retail butchers. 


The president of..the butchers' syndi- 
cate, ST. Lefevre, declared that the prin- 
cipal cause of tho rise 4n prices. is pro- 
tectionist -legislation. . In the' first place, 
exorbitant. tariffs^ have been set up on 
Imported cattle and meat, and as though 
thls_ were not enough, a number of re- 
strictions have been' placed on the \m-_ 
portation of cattle, ostensibly for san- 
itary reasons, but really with a view to 
ensuring to the home breeders the mo- 
nopoly of' the French meat market. 
"These measures,", said 
M. 
Lefevre, 
"were voted In 1902, "and their claim was 
the- protection.. ofVthe 
French 
breeder 


against foreign competition. 
The. result, 
however, , had been that our flocks and 
herds, instead of increasing, have, during 
the!, last- few years, 
decreased. 
It is 


therefore necessary to abrogate the pro- 
tectionist tariffs, -which do not enrich 
the-state. - The meat ttaOm Is -being ruln-

It was pointed out that .the duties im-

Then the carriage 
and octroi duty are added to this—I am 
citing M. Lefevre's figures—beef or mut- 
ton imported from abroad approximately 
2 cents per pound—a prohibitive sum. It 
Is not, surprising that the meeting passed 
a resolution In favor of the abrogation 
of the ultra-protectionist tariff estab- 
lished, in: 1902, and of -the total exemp- 
tion from duty of live stock' imported 
from French, colonies. •

In the 33 class, however, 
quicft-firing guns are to be. mounted, 
though their calibre and. number are 
at present both unknown.- It was an- 
nounced some time ago that certain 
submarines being built for the German 
fleet would each "carry a< 3.4-inch gun, 
but this lacks -confirmation. 
The admiralty, morever, stated in 
the official Return of Fleets last year 
that three Russian submarines of 400 
tons, completed In 1909, were armed 
with two 3-pounders and two machine 
g-uns, in addition to four- torpedo 
tubes. In this year's rtui-n, however, 
the tonnag-e has shrunk to 375, the 
date of completion IB advanced to 
1910, and the guns have disappeared 
from the equipment. In view of the 
fact that Mr. McKenna statgd not long 
ago that this return- contains "only 
such -information as is known to be 
accurate," an explanation of these 
discrepancies would be Interesting.

Kho was to take her in charge, came up 
Fuirmount avenue.

entered the 


prison, ana soon after —tho door opened 
and out carne the somber figure of a 
woman dressed in black, wearing a dou- 
ble black veil. 
A cordon of newspaper 


photographers blocked 
her 
way. 
She' 


[iodscd them like some hunted creature. 
Mrs. 'Elliott trailed behind. 
Tho black 


figure fairly ran up Fairmount avenue, 
and staggered 
against 
the 
high wall. 


Turning, she pleaded with Mrs. Elliott to 
protect her from the crowd. Everywhere 
heads were out of windows, and the cu- 
rious wore gazing. After Mrs. 'Danz had 
boon calmed from the excitement1 a re- 
porter had an interview with her in Mrs. 
Elliott's home, 
2402 Columbia avenue, 


ivhere the woman will rest 'before" going 
West to renew her life. 
Sho told' her 


story, the story of the death of her hus- 
band, whom she is supposed to have mur- 
dered; of his deathbed scene; -how she 
ignored hts dying wlshf and how this 
"WQB her 
final undoing; of her life in 


prison and the news of the pardon. Mar- 
velously dramatic was this recital, the 
Eombor-cJad gray-haired figure sitting- on 
tho sofa in tho little plirlor, sobbing out 
tier pitiful story, which she is giving to 
the world on the'eve of giving it 'good-by 
to take up another lifo under another 
flame. 


Among the Interesting details of the

would get well. "No,1 I says; Til never 
forgive you for the way you've abused 
me; struck my mother and made : her 
blind, and put our boy out of the house. 
No, I'll never forgive you.' 
Then he 
says to May: 'May, will you forgive me7i 
May says: 'No, I never will.' We was 
both holding tils hands. 
"He says then: "Catherine,1 says he, 


'I'm dyin', and If you don't forgive 'me 
will you fulfill a dying wish? Will you 
have,me cremated?' 
"'No,' says I, 'the dsvll take you 


whole.' " 
Mrs. Danz, who was bordering .on hys- 


teria, burst into .sobs. 
"If I had only 


done as lie asked mo!" she wailed, "If 
I had only done as he asked me, none of 
this trouble would have come upon, me. 
They wouldn't have found the poison." 


Weeping, sho was a melancholy figure. 


She is 56 years old, short of stature, thick 
set, with gray hair, parted in the middle. 
In her calm moments sho looked more 
like a genteel needlewoman or a comfort- 
able clerk in a store than a woman who 
had been In the shadow of the gallows 
and on the brink, in her old age, of a 
new and 
strange life. 
Pathos and intense

story was not ended with the telling of 
her failure to respect her husband's wish.

months after her husband's death. She 
believed she was going to the city hall 
to attend to some real estate matters.

tures on the legislative appropriations. 
Heretofore each department 'has had its 
own system' of -accounting, which 
was 


declared, to be cumbersome in almost ev- 
ery instance.

As the result of an Investigation of 


a. mammoth cave near Kuna, Idaho, 
by United States Surveyor-General D. 
A. Utter and 
other 
prominent 
en- 


gineers of the State, it is probable that 
the cave, which la said' to- be one of 
rare beauty In Its formation'; -will be 
set aside, by the government for the 
public use. 
This is the recommenda- 


tion which will be' made by Mr. .Ut- 
ter. 


In speaking of the cave General 


Utter said: 


"The entrance to the cave Is a hole 


which drops down through a level 
plain and- down which a wire ladder 
has been placed. The cave Is a series 
of apartments, about seven. In all. The 
first room in which we found 
our- 


selves was about thirty feet wide and 
some twenty feet high. To the north 
of this there is a tunnel about three 
feet high opening into an apartment 
150 feet long and about forty feet 
high, and with a long shelf or balcony 
running about It.. 


•"The most beautiful formation in 


the cave is an arched hallway, as fine- 
ly and smoothly constructed as though 
human hands, had been.at work there 
and which runs forward about 250 
feet. 
The flooring of the archway Is 


covered with a-fine coating of. sand. 


"At. one end of the. hall the party' 


came upon an opening: of abont a 
foot by eighteen Inches. Mr. Harston 
was the only one of the party of suf- 
ficiently small stature to get through 
the opening, and he went ahead about 
300 yards when he came to a point 
where the passageway was clogged 
with sand. 


"The party started to explore south-

attempted called for youth. He was per- 
haps the most famous and brilliant writ- 
er of humorous lines and lyrics of his 
time. His work was appreciated in Amer- 
ica as thoroughly as it was in England, 
and the production of the Gilbert and 
Sullivan operas here enriched the author 
and composer beyond measure, but it was 
doubtful if either would have gotten 
a 


Traction of :tho money or glcry if they 
had not written "Pinafore." 


• Other operas by Gilbert and Sullivan' 
attracted 
a 
deal of attention in this 


country, but there is not- a Question of 
a doubt that it was "H. M. S. Pinafore" 
which made their reputation here, 'and 
the/r more rocent successes1 possible and 
easy. 
In the whole history of musical pro- 


ductions in America from grand opera 
down the line of musical shows, "Weber 
and Fields and George Cohen and ^his 
"Yankee Doodle Boy," there has never 
been such a success, such a craze as 
"Pinafore.' 
It was an instant hit and 


swept the country like a prairie fire. 


WAS ACCIDENT. 


Like a good many other good things 


in this world, particularly in matters the- 
atrical, the coming of "Pinafore" 
to 


America was an accident and no great 
outcome was expected .from the venture. 
. In the summer of 1878 Richard Mont- 
gomery Field, the manager of the Boston 
museum, where a stock company was lo- 
cated, went .to London in search,of at- 
tractions for. his house to offset the star

Sorcerer," a Gilbert and Sullivan opera, 
was running in one of the theaters, and 
all his friends urged .him to get the right 
of production in America.

Battles Fought High in Air 


LONDON. — "Wake up, Kngland!" is 
the cry of the British aviator, who, with 
his mind full of-ths rapid strides which 
such European rivals as France and Ger- 
many are making in aviation matters, 
and the encouragement which these coun- 
tries are offering to inventors. Is fearful 
lest we should be left.behind in the race 
for aerial supremacy. 
And the cry is one , which should be 
heeded; for,"'although the danger of an 
invasion by aeroplane seems such a re- 
mote possibility that some of us scoff 
at the suggestions, and although .flying 
machines have yet scarcely proved re- 
liable enough: for practical purposes, there 
is no.doubt that they are going to play 
a very Important part in the future his- 
tory of the world. 
It was only a few days ago, on the oc- 
casion of 'the flying meeting at Hendon. 
arranged by the 
Parliamentary. Aerial 
Defense committee, that Mr. Hamel suc- 
ceeded -to beating- the' telegraph in carry- 
ing a dispatch to Aldershot 
and back 
again, while Mr. Orahame-White, 'from,a. 
height of BOO feet to 600 feet, while trav- 
eling: at forty miles an hour, dropped 
oranges and plaster., of paris bombs with- 
in a marked area 'about the. size of a 
battleship deck, hitting, so to speak, the 
bull's eye every time. 
FLYING MACHINES AS BOMB CAR- 
. RIERS. 


Although, as Colonel 
J. E. Capper, 
whose pioneer worlc In connection wltli 
military aviation is so wall known, re-, 
marks in un interesting section of "The 
Aeroplane, Past, Present, - and Future" 
(Werner Laurie)—an 
absorbing volume 
on the Wstory of aviation -prepared by 
Mr. Grahame-White and Harry Harper— 
the dropping of bombs from a fast-mov- 
ing machine on' to any but the largest 
objects is a, very difficult matter, with 
practice the percentage of hits is likely 
to Increase rapidly, and a considerable 
number may be expected to land in a 
rectangle of 100 yards by 30 yards; from 
heights well above 1000 feet. With re- 
duced heights, of course, the accuracy 
increases. 
"Large areas," says Colonel Capper, 
"such as camps and' bivouacs of consid- 
erable bodies qif troops, rail and other 
depots, supply, ajtores, appear" suitable ob- 
jects for. the attack by small explosives 
and ordinary bombs;, -whilst big railway 
bridges, arsenals, dockyards, railway cen- 
ters, etc., suggest themselves as object- 
ives for the larger bombs." 


COST OF AN AERIAL FLEET. 


"Fifty machines," he continues, "mak- 
ing two trips each per day, within a ra- 
dius of 100 miles, could drop each day 
'15,000 pounds, or about six and a half 
tons oC bombs, on any selected area." 
Colonel Capper,- however, 
does not 
think much .damage could be done by 
single machines, but remarks, that sev- 
eral flying squadrons of- ten or'a dozen 


machines would prove of the highest Im- 
portance during a campaign. 
The question naturally arises: What 
about the cost of such fleets? 
If num- 
bers were ordered, the average price lor 
a military machine wpuld be about S3000. 
The cost of a fleet of a hundred flying- 
machines 
would, 
therefore, 
be .about 


- $309,000. Portable sheds, workshops, etc.. 
could be provided and fitted up for about 
3100,000, and, allowing- -a similar amount 
for expenditure on flying grounds, motor 
cars, etc, an initial expenditure of $500,-. 
000 would suffice for the | provision of a 
fleet of a hundred flying machines. The 
upkeep would bo about ?SOO,000 per an- 
num, and providing for, say, forty new 
machines annually would cost $120,000, 


UNDER FIRE. 


Repairs and upkeep of those- In use, 
fuel, etc., would be liberally provided for 
at.j80.000, so that an original outlay of 
$600,000 and an annual grant of $600,000 
would suffice for the provision in peace 
of a fleet of a hundred flying machines, 
including the renewal of the whole fleet 
every two and a half, years. 
It has been suggested that it would be 
an easy matter to destroy a squadron of 
flying machines with artillery or 
In- 
fantry fire. As a matter of fact it would 
be extremely difficult, to do so If the 
machines were flying at any fair height. 
It must be remembered that the flying 
machine travels frorri^BO to 75 , miles an 
hour, and It is obvious that a hit in such

more than one and one-third times as 
much food substance as nn acre of corn, 
two and one-third times as much as oats, 
almost three times as much per acre as 
wheat nnd potatoes, and four times .as 
much as rye. The chemical composition 
of bananas and potatoes is almost identi- 
cal. 


During the past ten years the number 


of bananas consumed In the United States 
'has more than doubled, and the increas- 
ed tropical acreage under cultivation as- 
•Bures even more startling figures for the 
•next decade. Many European countries 
are Importing largo quantities of ban- 
anas. Last year Great Britain consumed 
38,000,000 worth, Germany over $1,000,000 
and Franco 5500,000. 


Over 40,000,000 bunches, or more than 


3,000,000,000 bananas ware Imjjorted into 
tho United States In 1910. The immens- 
ity of this shipment can bo more readily 
grasped by the statement that it would 
cover an area twenty feet wide, 'reaching 
from New York to San Francisco, or 
placed end to end, would extend thirteen 
times around the earth at the equator. 
.The wholesale value of the 1910 importa- 
'tions, at point of export-r "was over $1,500,- 
000, 
while In all probability the consum- 


ing public of the United States expended 
over S35,000,000 for this delectable fruit. 


ALL CLAIM IT. 


While it Is uncerataln what country 


may claim tho banana is indigenous, all 
tropical lands assert their right to It. It 
has, however, been known since the ori- 
e'n of the human race. Complete descrip- 
tion of it Is found in the book of the 
Vodas, In the laws of Manu, and In other 
records of Sanscrit literature. 
In tho 


western sections of India 
It 
has -been 


known since remote times, Semitic tra- 
ditions establishing its origin on tho shores 
of the Euphrates, tho foot of the Hima- 
layas, or eastern' Hindostan. Superstltl- 
tlons have attributed to the plant a su- 
pernatural origin, and It is related that 
the first Portuguese who, on doubling the 
Capo of Good Hope, found the banana 
growing in India, refrained from cutting 
it on account of the oross popularly sup- 
posed to be in the fruit. Many writers are 
of the opinion that the biblical bunches 
of grapes brought by tile spies sent out 
by Moses to view the Promised Land were 
in reality huge stalks of bananas, while 
In the Middle Ages it was believed to be 
the forbidden fruit of.Paradise. 


As to whether or not tho banana is 


native to America, authorities are divided, 
.some maintaining,- that tho plant was not 
found here on Its discovery by the Euro- 
peans, while others assert that it formed 
an article of food among the Incas and 
was found on the shores of Orinoco, the 
Amazon, and their branches. According 
to J-lumboldt, In all tropical America the 
tradition exists that the banana far ante- 
dated Columbus. 


The first Importation of bananas to the 


United States occurred in .1804, when the 
schooner Keynard. on a voyage from Cuba 


brought Into New York as a commercla: 
vonturo a consignment of thirty bunches 
but tho real beginning o( the trado^datBD 
back to 1800,''when Charles Frank-under- 
took tWo importation of fruit from Colon 
to Now York.'. Previous, to that venturo 
small cr.rffoos ; consisting . mainly .of 
tho 


red banana, had-^boen received at irreg- 
ular intervals from Cuba. 


In 1S70 Captain Bolter, an owner of a 


Cape Qod schooner,' took a charter to car- 
ry goia: mlnora. and machinery'300 miles 
up the -Orinoco river in Venezuela, 
Af- 


ter discharging his cargo .Captain Baker 
ran into Jamaica to secure. some cooo- 
anuts as ballast-to New York, 
a few bunches of nananas on the dock tia 
an experiment. 


In .1899 trading was 
organized 
along 


modern commercial linos, and now more 
than 125 vessels are plying between the 
tropical countries and Now Orleans, New 
York, Philadelphia and across the Atlan- 
tic. Wireless telegraph stations are main- 
tained along the Central American coast 
to keep In touch with the banana fleet 
plying up and down tho Carriboan. 


NOT SOLD BY BUNCH. 


For many years the fruit was sold to 
dealers -by the bunch, but this was found 
unsatisfactory, owing to the variation In 
size and quality. For the past six years 
the fruit has been sold .to the -wholesalers 
by the hundredweight, although the old 
classification is used to distinguish the 
grades. 


When a vessel arrives at an American 


fruK wharf it is scarcely made fast, be- 
fore the work of discharging*the.cargo to 
the ventilated cars commences. ,- Every 
bunch is recounted, regraded' and reln.- 
spected. Fruit that shows signs of ripen- 
ing is reserved for nearby markets. Fully 
ripe fruit Is sold to dealers and peddlers 
in the city. In a few hours the shipment 
has been discharged and. cleaned up. 


After cargoes are 
discharged .in - .the 


United States, solid trains of banana cars 
un as "specials" every day In the week 
from New York, Philadelphia 'and1 New 
Orleans to all of the largo..cities of the 
country. . Carloads, are even .shipped to 
Calgary. Canada, -more than 
2000- miles 


from New' Orleans. ."• •

The banana plant .vMlt.grow with won- 


derftil -rapidity :Under.r-favorable circum- 
stances. 
In fact,-.: the development from 
a newly planted ;sucker.to :;the.VpL%nt in 
full bearing Is simply- sli.ort "ib'f ma.*eloui 
Within-a short 'apace'"! of six or seven 
weeks, tho two or three foot plant has 
more than dbub'led Its size, :and a month 
or, so later the leaves cease to unfold 
and a spike appears out of the center of 
:he crown. This Is the future stalk of 
the bunch, and carries a huge red blos- 
som at the end. It develops rapidly, con- 
tinually bending more and more until 
within a short time It has turned com- 
pletely urion itself, so that the' bananas 
grow end up or.. In a position the. reverse 
or which they are usually hung. 
From 


seven to twelve months after the blossom 
appear the fruit Is ready for the gatherer. . 


In planting . for .the market .about 200 


lills are allowed to the acre. .Sometimes 
:he number can be safely Increased 'to 
225, in which case there will be 900 stalks. 
However, after one year all of these 
stalks do not produce a marketable bunch 
of bananas,. and the average yield is not 
over 300 full bunches to tho acre per an- 
num.

A well, known .authority on bananas, es- 


timates that a grower can produce a 
bunch from 10 to 15 cents,.which-will have 
a market valueVof-30 cents. The cost of 
producing after the first crop is confined 
to. cultivating, arid, harvesting, which may 
he done for from $10 to $20 per acre year"- 
ly.

DO 
NOT 
RIPEN 
ON PLANT. 


A great many people are'of the opinion 


that the banana would .be much "better if 


It was allowed to ripen on the plant, but 
this'ls not the .case. Such fruit is strong 
in flavor, does not mature to .perfection, 
and the skin breaks, attracting numer- 
ous insects, while 
the 
weight of the 


bunch Itself becomes too great for tho 
plant, either one or both coming to the 
ground. 


Tho bunches are cut when the fruit is 


one-half 
to, 
three-quarters 
matured, 


though still green and as hard as nails. 
It continues-to feed from the stalk, which 
contains a great amount of sap until -fuHy 
ripe. Should ,-the cutting occur too soon, 
however, although' turning yellow, " will 
never attain-,the perfect -flavor. With 'the' 
cutting of tho bunch ends the .life .of the 
plant, for It bears but once, and Is usu- 
ally cut down to obtain the fruit, 'or suc- 
cumbs a few days later to the. cleaning 
process, which Is merely, the . bringing .'of 
a spent piece to the "ground. 


Plantations -are 'usually -laid' out along 


navigable, rivers and the.fruit transported 
In barges to the waiting vessels on the 
coast. In Costa. Kica extensive ' railway 
systems have been ibuilt for-the purpose, 
and

Panama- steam and. .gasoline, 


launches bring the "fruit alongside the 
steamers.' Some parts of .-Nicaragua; such 
as Blueflelds,- are exceptionally: favored- 
for banana growing on account of unob- 
structed rivers into which ocean-going 
steamships, may. navigate for fifty miles 


To,-the average Northerner the .banana 


Is seldom eaten in any other manner than 
raw, but in the tropics It is often baked 
or. fried, forming a most palatable food. 
Banana flour makes--very, acceptable cake 
and bread. The flo.ur is prepared by cut- 
ting the banana, in pieces, drying, and 
then grinding. 
Extensive banana flour 
factories will ultimately be establlshed~ln 
the principal banana growing Sections, 
where the .undersized fruit will..be con- 
verted into flour, or perhaps some new 
and delicious breakfast food. 
"Banana 
flakes" may.be soon with us. 


•When the bananas are placed in .an en- 


closed barrel and allowed to ferment,they 
wlll""produco 'an excellent vinegar, from 
the ripe fruit o. delicious cordial is'made. 
Banana sugar Is made In Jamaica, and 
'banana, coffee In British Guiana, -Dried 
ripe bananas are superior to figs, for. when 
split into four slices and thicklv coVered : 
with nowdered sugar and exposed to the 
sun they turn to a jelly-like confection. 


The banana plant has two natural ene- 


mies—the gopher and the wind storm, j 
but against -almost all other tropical con- ' 
ditlohs its hardihood is remarkable. .It is 
practically immune from insect pests, and 
a worm eaten banana of tha stalk: of a - 
bunch is unknown.

WASHIXOTON.— .T. W. Scollick of the 


National Museum 
in Washington 
is a 


craftsman in a trade with probably the 
smallest competition in the world. He Is 
the official "bone man" of the govern- 
ment, or. In other words, the expert in 
charge of the work of cleaning:, articulat- 
ing and mountl-g skeletons-at the mus- 
t-urn, a trade by itself and ona requiring. 
Infinite patience nnd great technical' skill. 


The removal of tho National Museum 


from the olfl to tho new building has re- 
sulted in the division of skeletons being 
Kiveri larger quarters, and the display has 
been arrang-ed so as to give it more prom- 
inence than t-ver. To employes of the 
museum and many \-isitors this division 
is known us the "boneyard." 


Perhaps there is not the attraction in It 


for the average visitor that' there is In 
the display o? mounted animals and the 
bit: cases of cthnc" >gtca! groups, 'but it is 
one of the roost rc-^ :arkable collections in 
Ihe 
whole museum. Mr. Scollick, who 


svork.s on tho upper floor of one of the 
fc;nall buildings back of the Smithsonian 
Irj^rtitution, has been in charge of this 
wurk for yearn. The display no\v in the] 
T/itr-teum is largely his work, though some 
Lpfccimens have been acquired by ' pur-i 
• v.e and exchango. 


The exhibits range all the way from a 


full-g-roivn elephant to a herring. Each 
of them represents weeks of technical 


apparently out of all proportion to 
skill 
the finished result. Though there is more 
labor In tho work, the larger skeletons 
are the easier to handle. The collection 
includes elephants, 'rhinoceroses, horse's, 
sorllte, the larger monkeys, all sorts of 
deer, man himself and many mammals. 


Everv bone in these big skeletons has 


to be drilled '.and articulated with, wires, 
springs 
and 
metal 
braces. Although 


these do not show, it is necessary that 
they be. put -in place with mathematical 
precision to give the natural .'appearance. 
And then, top, everything- must be sci- 
entiacally Just so. It is this which makes 
the' finished work apparently so easy, 
but In reality so difficult. • ' 


T.he smaller, skeletons, - . like /, lizards, 
small fish, bats and snakes, are -not: held 
'together by wires. Their own cartilage 
dried In place Is used to hold them to- 
gether. This Is one of the many reasons 
why a skeleton that Is dried arid mounted 
is never boiled. Not only would the boil- 
Ine make the bones foil apart, but It 
would drive in the grease and make the 
bones yellow, the ona tiling not desired,. 


. The meat is taken oft the raw bones with 
a scraper and then the bones are care- 
fully washed clean of grease with gaso- 
line. Acids are not used at all except on 
rare occasions to remove a stain.' 


CARELESSNESS IS FATAL. 


Great care must be exercised In the 
drying: and bleaching of the bones. This 
cannot be'doneln a hot sun,' because the 
hot sun 'will, crack, the 'bones, as it will 
seasoning wood. From a 
bone artist's 


viewpoint the best bleaching- weather is a 
gray,, drizzling day, when there is no 
danger ot the sun -getting- in its damag- 
ing work. Sometimes the bones develop 
black" streaks, hut this can' usually be 
remedied with the use of dilute ammonia i

of Education, a study has been made of

legal aspects of the problem, of

places the responsibility of deciding as 
to the amount of light admitted into the

room 
and the direction from 


which

should come. In

gard, very material progress . has . been 
made within the last'few years in thil 
country, but -standards, used by differ- 
ent states still vary. 


"(1)—As to amount of light admitted. 


The ratio of the window surface to'the 
floor surface runs from 1-7 or 141-7 
per cent in Louisiana to 1-4 or 25 per 
cent, in Pennsylvania and Virginia. 
Of 


sixteen states reporting on tho ratio be- 
tween the window, and the' floor space 
—:0ne requires one-seventh; four require 
one-sixth; nino require one-fifth; 
two 


require one-fourth. 
A few would allow 


a lower ratio of light area if strength- 
ened by reflecting lenses. 


"(2)—As to direction • from which ..light 


would come: 
In placing rthe windows 


five states allow thorn on the left arid 
rear; nine emphasize tho left "but allow 
supplemental light 'from -the rear,- pre- 
ferably high half-windows; Indiana ad- 
mits from the left, side only •• where - pu- 
pils aro seated for study; when possi- 
ble, 
Illinois would- have light .from 
th< 


north Side only: It is stated lii many of 
the rulings reported that light should 
never be admitted from the. front of the 
children. Even on<! window Is very in- 
jurious. Reasoning from this statement, 
windows should not be placed in 
the 
rear. The eyes of both teacher and pu- 
pils should be protected. 
With whir 


dows in the rear, the teacher Is either 
compelled to face a bright light or to 
change his position . to the side- or rear 
of the room. Tho best position for ' In- 
struction, government, or Influence is at 
the front and the school room should be

Daniel A.' Ryan, who was given the much-sought

entered as a charge against the County Committee, 
which latter body declares that he is none of theirs.'' 


The men supposed to represent the Governor in 


this distribution of political pie are Fred G. Sanborn 
and Ralph Hathorn, the former the chairman-of the 
local Republican governing body and the latter.also:>a 
member of the committee. There are suspicions, .pos- 
sibly without concrete foundations, that some"of. this" 
patronage intended . for .the County Committee . was - 
diverted to the personal friends of these mediators/' 
Hathorn is a candidate for District Attorney and his 
fight may be classed as a forlorn hope, possible of suc- 
cess only in the event of some extraordinary political 
disturbances. Of course the temptation to place pa-

but at present he is. content to. take-o.iit a few carloads 
of ore each year and'ship it to .S.elby's or the Mint in 
San Francisco, and:from-,.the proceeds of which he sus- 
tains himself and- operates the mine for-anoiher year. 


V .Sheerer still has; the;-.-germ of the political game, in / 
his system and>in the-last'j'State election he took the ' 
Johnson side as against Steve Kelly, the boss of the- 
regular Republican organization in San' Bernardino. 
Sheerer prides himself, even to boasting, on his astute- 
ness in this regard, but his course may have been 
somewhat influenced by the fact that Edward J. Rob- 
erts, the big banker of that section,; and who Governor 
Johnson appointed State Treasurer to succeed W. R. 
Williams, the latter being made State Superintendent

Keene's Early Career 


Cablegrams this week about the health, of James 


R. Keene, the millionaire stock speculator of New 
York, who began his career in San Francisco, caused 
one of his life-long friends, a prominent local man, to 
chat a little about him the other evening. 
Keene left 


this .city to become a New Yorker in 1876 and it is 
generally supposed he was worth at the time $4,000,- 
000, 
all made in a brilliant brokerage career of nine 


years. His friend says that while - Jay Gould, Fisk 
and other Wall street operators considered him an up- 
start to combat them on their\ own ground they did 
not "pluck" him as easily and completely as they had 
planned. They did—and the, friend says Keene has 
told him so—get' a million away, from him the first 
year he was in New York. 
In the early eighties he 


was seven millions strong. 
The Chicago and New 


York 'wheat crowd landed -him high and dry where 
the Gould clique had failed. 
Keene lost his.all in 


wheat and a million besides. He was advised by a 
few sympathetic friends to take 
advantage of. the 


bankruptcy law. This he declined to .do and settled 
by giving his notes 
payable in two years: These 


obligations were discharged in less than 
that time. 


From then on Keene began amassing another ;and 
greater fortune. After that, he met with reverses noW 
and again, but never in any way to seriously affect 
his money pile. 
. 


In his one clash with the late E. H. Harriman he 


failed utterly. This was when he tried to force Harri- 
man to begin paying dividends on Southern Pacific 
stock before he was ready to do so. Both men had 
a hearty contempt for each other. 


The story is true that back in the early seventies 


Keene, thinking the mining stock-market was on the 
upward trend, went to William J. Ralston, president 
of the Bank of California,, and wanted, to borrow 
money. 


"How much .do you want?" Ralston asked him. 
"I don't know—can't tell; but would like to draw 


my checks against the bank for some time to come," 
was the reply. 
. 
• 


''Draw until I tell you to stop," was the response. 
Keene drew $1,300,000 'before 
told.to quit and 


made a cleah-up in the mining stock market for him- 
self and friends. 


Keene has always been aJover of the; race horse.,; 


and his winnings on the turf, both in this country, and 
in England and France, have been enormous. He has 
won more money on the race track in this country 
than any other man in its history. The Duke of 
Portland probably has won more on the turf than 
any man in-,the history of the world. Lord Falmouth 
and the Duke of Westminster, the father of the present 
duke, rank next and'then comes Keene. Two years 
ago Keene cleaned up $350,000 in one season. Eigh- 
teen years ago, with Domino, a 2-year-old, he won 
$150,000 on one race. 


This man in his early life delivered milk for a 


dairyman in Shasta county, a far "cry from, his present 
position.

The impatience shown 
is altogether 
unreasonable. 


There is plenty of time for'the Teal\vork of preparing 
for the big fair^even if a site'is not selected for several 
months. The point is to get the best possible site and a 
proper settlement of that important question requires 
considerable time and study. Suppose the fair is ti open 
in January, 1915, there are forty-two months' time 
from-the first of this month. Seattle had its success- 
ful exposition open1 within twenty-three months after 
ground was broken. Take Chicago as a more perti- 
nent illustration because of the size of its fair: 
Its 


gates were thrown open twenty-four months after 
ground was broken. 
If President C. C. Moore and 


his associates of the Panama-Pacific Exposition decide 
on a site by the" end of this month, they will have 
.three years and five months in which to prepare for 
its opening, presuming the opening date will be the 
first of January in 1915, which is not likely. It is 
not any too much time but a very reasonable period 
in which to do successful wqrk. In the case of Chicago 
there was a spirited .fight among the champions of 
five different sites before one was selected. So the 
contest here is not strange or unusual. In fact, such 
^contests are indicative 
of health and vitality.1 In 


Chicago^ there was another great fight over the selec- 
tion of architects.'" Five out of six architects for main 
features around, the court of honor were chosen from 
outside the lake"city.

public that Ryan represented the Guggenheims. It is now known 
that he does not and never did, and that the Guggenheims ..have 
no' interest in the lands around Controller Bay 
It furthermore ap- 


pears that Senator La Follette was the first to make public •men- 
tion of the postscript Miss Abbott claims to have found in the let- 
ter files of the Interior Department. 


Miss Abbott says she showed .the post-script attached to a let- 


ter on the files to Secretary Fisher, but Secretary Fisher emphatic- 
ally denies that she did, or that he ever saw'or heard of such a post- 
script being on file till the charge was published. All the .employes 
connected with the office of the Secretary of the'Interior deny hav- 
ing any knowledge of. the "Dick to Dick" postscript. ' the allege'd 
original has disappeared and all Miss Abbott' has to show in sup- 
port of her statement is a copy made by herself.

To Return the Cotton Tax. 


An Alabama Congressman has introduced a bill to return to 


the States in which it was collected the cotton tax levied by the 
Federal government between .1863 and 1868. This tax was'punitive 
and in plain violation of the' Federal Constitution, but it has never 
been-re'turned to the persons 'who p^ai'd it. The "government keeps 
the money, .although it is .universally admitted now'that the tax 
was illegal and wrongfully exacted. It is only just that this money 
should be returned to those from whom it was extorted," but' that 
is quite -impossible. ^ Nearly all those who paid the cotton tax are 
dead and there is no way of ascertaining who paid and what 
amounts were individually paid. The sum unlawfully collected as 
a tax on cotton aggregates something over $68,000,000. As it can- 
not be returned to .the persons who paid it, Congressman Clayton 
proposes that it be returned pro rata to the States in which it was 
collected. D_oubtless it will be objected' that the States have no 
right to it, Indeed they have not, but neither has the government 
The case presents an ethical problem which cannofr/be solved On any 
abstract principle o£, justice. However, the government has the 
money and is likely- to keep it, as it has done with the money it 
collected from France to indemnify the, owners of American ships 
destroyed1 by French privateers in the days of the Directory.. The 
government is a hardy embezzler, and is much more ready to sub- 
mit to robbery than it is to do justice to those whom it has plun- 
dered. It will pay '•.Bogus claims, but net just 'ones. -

statesmen would have been foolish to at- 
tempt to set aside the decimal systeni 
to which Canadians are accustomed fo<

will herself, some day undertake coinage 
reform and the adoption of the decimal 
system.
